At Georgetown, Ky., in tho spring of 1S4S, 


when I was but IS years of ago, I lii-st mot 
tho ludy who for more than thirty-four years 
hns been my wife. Our acquaintance re- 
sulted at the nnd of six months in an ongnge- 
mont, which, without tho prospect of speedy 
marriage, wo naturally sought to koop to 
ouiv-olvos. Two years later, in tho spring of 
lsr>0, when I was maturing plans to leave .my 
profession in Kentucky and establish myself 
elsewhere, T was suddenly summoned to 
I'ennsylvania by the death of my father. 
It being vury doubtful if I could; re- 
turn to Kentucky, 1 wus threatened with an 
Indollniu.1 separation 
from her who pos- 


so&iod my entire devotion. My one wish wus 
to ,-ec-ui-e her to myself by an indis-soliiblu 
tio against every possible contingency in lift.', 
and on the 80th day 01' June, 1S.W, just prior 
t j my departure from Kentucky, wo were, 
in tho presence of chosen and trusted friends, 
united by what 1 Unew wns in my native 
state o£ Pennsylvania a perfectly legal form 
of marriage. 
On reaching homo I found that my family, 


and especially my bereaved mother, strongly 
discountenanced my business plans as in- 
volving too long a stjjmration from homo and 
kindred. I complied with hor wish that I 
should resume, at least for a time, my occu- 
pation in Kentucky, whither I returned in 
the lutter part of August. 


During tho ensuing winter, inducod by 
.ii-givings, which wei'o increased by legal 


consultations, I became alarmed lost a donbt

which n;-u almost pornendicular cliJIs, with 
here and there narrow denies and trails, by 
which we descended from 100 to ^00 feet into 
the valley. As we approached, before de- 
sceudins, wo look across about three miles, 
where, upon an elevated mass of rock stand- 
ing- isolated in tho plain, is built tho pueblo 
of Acoina. It being of adobe, it is with diili- 
ciilty wo could distinguish the building from 
the gray rocl: on which it Ls built. 


"W'o dismount and iead our ponies down 


the difficult steep to tho plain. Just at tho 
boso of this clifT we find a largo spring of 
good water, most grateful to tho traveler in 
this dry country. After watering our ponies 
ve remount and rapidly gallop across the 
plain. As wo draw near to tha puoblo we 
llnd there are.several great monuments or 
pillars standing isolated from tho main pile 
u]X)u which tho village is built. They will 
measure trim thirty to eighty feot in dinmo- 
tor acd from 100 to 200 feet in height. 


These great columns, or models ot stone, 


look as if they had been pushed up through 
tho earth's surface. They aro of sandstono, 
and are fast disintegrating 
und wasting 


away hi the wind. Upon a similar eminence, 
with a level top of about two acres, is built 
tho pueblo. Excepting tho southern sido, 
tbo walls ore so nearly perpendicular as to bo 
inaccessible. Here the sand drifts in largo 
quantities, reaches half way up tho cliff. 


Reaching tho top wo have an extended 


view up and down tho valley for many miles, 
"Wo look down upon tho towering monu- 
ments wo have just passed, which look like 
sentries standing guard at tho entrance of 
;his straago village. Tho original builders, 
wo aro told, selected this sight that they 
might the moro easily defend their homes 
"rom their enemies. All about in tbo plain 
wo soo patches of corn, beans, and pumpkins. 
Tho iron age has hardly reached this pooplo 
yet, and no iron or steol plow has yet brokon 
.he sod for them. Tho most primitive wooden 
)low is still in use, and a sharp stick is used 
'or planting tho seed instead oi! tho hoo. 
dargo flocks of sheop and goats are soen qu iot ly 


Kiflg, carefully guarded by some Indian 


3oy or girl, who has no more idea of school- 
houses and books than tbo sheep they watch 
ovor. 


I can not hero give details ot tho manners 


and customs of those pooplo. I went thero to 
study thorn, to trace, if traceable, evidences 
of theso being tho sanio people who have 
>uilt mounds of so many forms east of tho 
Mi. souri, I found them using sovoral-im- 
lloments. duplicates of which-I had found in 
the graves of "the Mouad Builders. I saw 
thc-m planting com with a sharp stick and 
grinding it to a fine flour by rubbing it upon 
a largo stono with a smoUor hand stone.
